Advice in Farming. 


A farmer in Chester Co., Pet,, .who has a 


good farm of 92 acres partly paid for, in- 


i forms us that he finds his family expenses 
annually increasing with a growing family, 
and that it requires exertion and economy 
"to make both ends meet." His land yields 
about sixty, bushels of corn per acre, 15 to 
25 of wheat, and 30 to 50 of oats. 


He inquires, first, as to the propriety of 


removing west, but dislikes to break up 
time-honored associations. 
On this point 


he is the best judge — we may merely remark 
that, a western residence has its advantages 
and evils ; its advantages are cheapness of 
.purchase and fertility; its disadvantages 
are, remoteness from market, and • conse- 
quently low prices; scarcity of . labor; defi- 
ciency of timber in. many places; cost of re- 
moving ; and if new land is bought at a low 
price, the cost and labor before all the de- 
sired household and farm buildings are pro- 
vided. 
On the whole, the advantages of 


each appear gena'ally .to be about equally 
balanced ; and if the same degree of econo- 
my and labor were practised at the east, as 
necessity alone impels at the , west, about 
equal results would be obtained. 


He inquires, secondly, as to the probable 


profit of the following 
mode, namely, to 


convert his farm chiefly into grass land, and 
render it as productive as western prairie. — 
Instead of selling, as heretofore, all the 
grain he could raise, he proposes to buy all 
and raise no more except corn and millet 
tor cattle feed — to keep but few animals be- 
fore harvest^ so as to save plenty of grass 
for hay — and to buy a heavy stock of west- 
ern steers early in autumn, to fatten, and 
sell again in winter. 
Ho thinks that by 


chopping his fodder, grinding the grain, and 
steaming the food, he may fatten from 50 to 
100 head yearly, and get from 20 to 40 
dollars advance on each. 
He would thus 


secure .a large amount of manure, and by 
the addition of bones, keep the land in the 
best condition. Most of the labor would be 
done at a season when labor is cheap. 
He 


wishes to know the value of cooking food 
for cattle. 
' 
. 


So faras we may judge, TC would not 


advise so sudden and complete a revolution 
in the existing mode of farming. 
Untried 


systems should always be adopted cautious- 
ly, until actual trial proves their value. 
It 


is best in all cases to feel one's way. There 
are often unforeseen difficulties, not discov- 
ered, till a full experiment is made.

condition of his land; arid now he proposes 
the' other extreme. Mixed husbandry, well 
conducted, is always the most "profitable. — 
But -it is better tohave too many than too 
few animals. An average of 60 bushels of 
cornier acre, and of 20 bushels of whtat,as 
with the present management, are fair crops 
and we would not discard. -a wheat crop of 
this:amount, with increased means of fertili- 
ty. The experiment may ,be tried the first 
year with ten or fifteen cattle; and if not 
so successful as expected.there will be some- 
thing to fall back upon ; but if the experi- 
ment proves profitable/ the number may be 
increased — but in any case we would not 
discard a proper proportion of gram crops. 
The success of fattening the cattle wi 1 de- 
pend on the relative prices of the western 
inimals, and ot the same after they are fat- . 
tened; the fluctuations in these prices might 
in some years reduce or even destroy all the 
profits. 


Experiments have been made with steam- 


ing or otherwise cooking food for cattle, but 
they have not warranted the expenditure in 
fixtures, labor and fuel. 
Cutting and 


grinding have however proved of much im- 
portance. 
Cooking food lor swine, unlike 


that for cattle, has been found to greatly in- 
crease its value. — Co. (fcnt.

THE Loss OF THE SHIP CATHEDRAL.— 


The lots of this magnificent ship and the 
melancholy fate of her gallant commander 
has been one of the chief themes of our 
newspaper exchanges since its occurrence. 


We glean from our exchanges much tha, 


is interesting in regard to the disaster, &c. 
but most .of .these articles, although very 
tuitable, have been longer and more in de- 
tail than we could well publish, and still 
keep as great a variety in our columns as 
we wish. 


The facts .of the case harve ww become 


prettywell known and are .substantially as 
follows:—The sea was not that long regu- 
lar swell £o peculiar to the latitude of Cape 
Horn, but was cross, high, -and breaking; 
setting in from the northwest and south- 
west. As the counter swells met they tow- 
ered as high as the skip's topsail yard! 
foamed and broke like a water spout fili- 
ng th» atmosphere with a dense spray sinu 
ilar to A snow .storm. The ship was tight 
and in good order, and no fears were en- 
tertained that she woold be anable to with- 
stand the storm j but it was noticed that 
she heeled over more than usual, which in- 
duced the chief mate to take in the closj- 
reefed mizzen topsail. The cause of her inr 
clination was probably owing to the coals 
having settled to the leeward and not to 
the force of the wind as has been supposed. 
Had Oapt Howard been on deck his prac- 
tical eye would probably have detected the 
cause of this heeling, and he would have put 
her before the irind until he could have as- 
certained the state of her cargo. Those 
on deck had no thought ofthe coals having 
settled forward hence the ship was still kept 
on her track to destruction, This settling 
to the leeward gradually increased until 
one tremendous sea struck her from the 
weather quarter, when the cargo below ap- 
peared to burst from one side of the ship to 
the other; and she lay flat upon her broad- 
tide, her keel entirely out of water. The 
back wash of the sea to leeward covcrec 
her deck,and the men had to crawl along 
her side to windward in paasing fore and 
aft. Her mizzen and maramasts were then 
cut away but this did not effect her position, 
and she lay like a log in the water entirely 
at the mercy of the waves. The lee rigging 
of the mainmast could not be out, conse- 
quently the stump of the mast was driven 


against the deck which stove it and made 
an opening through which the coals rushec 
out and the water in. Tlw entrance for- 
ward between decks being open was also 
flooded. Although lyiug on her beam ends, 
if the forward scuttle had been properly se- 
cured it is believed that die could have still 
stood the storm for several hours, for she 
was very strong and had never "complain- 
ed" in the worst weather before, She set- 
tled itradually but fast, and hardly had thi 
long boat got clear of her side before she 
sunk, carrying to his untimely end her brave 
and gallant commander. 


We are disposed to think that Capt. 


Howard could not have been rescued as the 
mate had hardly time to save his own life. 
Those who have survived the disaster speak 
in the highest terms of the captain and 
crew. In speaking of the captain, the crew 
eay he had been very unwell for several 
weeks, nnd although the mate was a good 
sailor, it could hardly be expected that he 
would understand the ship as well as her 
commander. 


Captain Howard was justly celebrated as 


a gentleman of great professional ability and 
as a devoted husband, a kind parent, and a 
man of aterlnuj integrity. Much sympathy 
is extended by all t o his suffering and af- 
flicted family.

MR. EDITOR:—I notice in your daily of 


Saturday last, that you limit the square of 
the Alphabet to transient letters only. But 
permit me through the columns of your 
paper to sty that I apply the square of the 
Alphabet to Letoi Hired .Soxes as 
well as. to Boxes of the transient or general 
delivery. The only difference is simply this 
fact—I resort to fictitious letters in the Let 
or Hired boxes to avoid 2 or more names 
coming in contact. Suppose that Albert 
Cottrell applies for a box. The Post Mas- 
gives him his choice of selection and he 
choses a box that is represented by L. M. 
Albert Cottrell will then be entered on 
the list of those who hire boxes and at the 
end of his name will be marked L. M, 
which will represent the box of deposit in the 
square of the Alphabet. 
In calling for his 


letter he will say L. M. which will be mark- 
ed on the the top of his box instead 
of the number. 
I thus supercede the neces- 


sity of numbering boxes altogether while the 
power of the Alphabet by its sgure and cubi 
in all its variations in the permuta ofthe 
quantities will work to perfection the entire 
wants of mankind in this business. The 
only thing to be done in such places as the 
City of New York is simply to make the 
cases No. 1. No. 2, No. 3 &c., up to the 
cube ofthe Alphabet and still further when 
the inhabitants increase so as to require an 
extension of the boxes in this system.
